In claims 75-77 "compounds" in indefinite; is "macrocyclic polyamine" intended? 
Similarly, in claim 78 "polyamine compositions" is indefinite; is "macrocyclic polyamine" 
intended? 

Claims 2, 3, 65, 74-78, 90-97 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 2 and 65 is a comma intended after "damage" in line 2 and defects in 

line 3? 

Claims 2, 3, 65, 74-78, 90-97, 106 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 

paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for the diseases recited on 

page 2 lines 1 7-20, does not reasonably provide enablement for any disease in claim 

106 and any disease due to the claimed events in claims 2 and 65. The specification 

does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 

nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims.

Applicants at best appear only enabled for , the treatment of above recited diseases. 
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Claims 2, 3, 65, 74-78, 90-97, 106 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Nowhere in the 
specification do applicants provide evidence that the claimed treatment is efficacious for 
any of the claimed disease. No clinical data is provided.
